CONFERENCE RULES OF ORDER. 


Rule 1st. The Conference shall mect at 8 A. M., spending 30 minutes in devotional 
exercises, and adjourn at 12 M., but may alter the time of meeting and adjournment 
at their discretion, and provided also that on the second day of the Annual session 
the Conference shall be adjourned by the expiration of time at 10 A. M. 

2. The President shall take the chair precisely at the hour to which the Confer- 
ence stood adjourned, and cause the same to be opened by reading the Scriptures,, 
Buieing, and prayer, and‘shall have the journal of the preceding day read and ap- 
proved. 

3. The President shall decide all questions of order, Subject to an appeal to the 
Conference, but in case of an appeal, the question shall be taken without debate. 

4. He shall apppoint all Committees not otherwise ordered by the Conference, but 
any member may decline serving on more than one committee at the same time. 

5. All motions and resolutions introduced by any member shall be reduced to 
writing, if the President, Secretary, or any other member request it. 

. When a motion, resolution, or report presented is read by the Secretary, or 
stated by the President, it shall be deemed as in possession of the Conference, but 
any motion or resolution may be withdrawn by the mover at any time before the 
decision or amendment. 

7. No new motion or resolution shall be made until the one under consideration is 
disposed of, which may be done by adoption or rejection, unless one of the following 
should intervene, which motions shall have precedence in the order in which they 
are named, viz: The previous question, indefinite postponement, laying on the 
ee reference to a committee, postponement to any given time, amendment, or 
substitute. 

8. Nomember shall be interrupted while speaking, except by the Presidentto call 
him to order when he departs from the question, uses personalities, or disrespectful 
language, but any member may call the attention of the President to the subject 
when he deems a speaker out of order, or any other member may explain when he 
thinks himself misrepresented. 

9. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any matter to the 
Conference, he shall rise from his seat and respectfully address himself to the 
President. 

10. No person shall speak more than twice on the same subject, or more than fif- 
teen minutes at one time, without leave of the Conference, nor shall any person 
speak more than once until every member choosing to speak, shall have spoken. 

11. Whenever any motion or resolution sha!] have passed, it shall be in order for 
any member who voted in the affirmative to move a reconsideration. 

12. No member shall absent himself from the services of the Conference without 
leave, unless he is sick or unable to attend. 

13. No member shall] be allowed to vote on any question who is not within the bar 
at the time when said question is put by the President, except by leave of the Con- 
terence, or when such member has been necessarily absent. 

14. Every member who shall be within the bar, at the time the question is put, 
shall give his vote, unless the Conference, for special reasons, excuse him. 

15. No motion shall be considered unless seconded. 

16. The Secretary shall keep a journal of the proceedings of the Confeience, and 
when approved shall record them in a book provided tor that purpose. He shall 
have charge of the journal and other papers of the Conference, and preserve them 
with care, suffer no person to take a copy of any paper during the interval of Con. 
ference, except with the consent of the Conference, and shall forward the journal 
and papers to the next Annual Conference. 

17. Amotion to adjourn shall be in order at any time, and shall be decided without 
debate. 

18. All committees whose reports are to be printed,in the Minutes shall present 
their reports in duplicate, one copy for the Conference, and another for the Com- 
mittee on Publication of the Minutes, otherwise the Committee on Publication is 
not required to insert such reports in the Minutes. 

19. All persons, while passing the disciplinary course of study, who shall be re- 
ported below the medium, shall be required to pass another examination on the 
studies reported; andthe chairman of examining committees shall give notice to 
the Conference Secretary and to the deficient party. 

20, A member of the Conference accused of offenses against the law and discipline 
of the Church is entitled to a copy of the charges and specifications to be relied on 
for the prosecution of the complaint, together with a notice of the time when the 
accused will be called upon to answer said charges and specifications. A failure to 
serve a copy of said charges and specifications a reasonable length of time before 
the same shall be presented for adjudication, must be satisfactorily explained by 
the prosecution before the trial can proceed.

REPORT ON TEMPERANCE. 


The question of temperance has been and still is regarded as of very 
grave and important interest by foremost minds, both in church and State; 
a question, the maintainance of which is vital to the conservation of 
morals, religion, domestic happiness, and the prosperity and stability of 
the nation. Good and great men and women take serious alarm at the 
constantly rising tide of intemperance. The fight against it has been 
long, earnest, and in some directions successful; and it is the manifest 
duty of all good people to assist in carrying the war of extermination 
through the length and breadth of the land. 

It is unsafe to pass this momentous interest over into the domain of 
politics, or to follow political leaders as such. And while we may join 
hands with all true temperance workers, we cannot at all times consent 
to be led by them. Therefore, to you, as a large body of ministers, and 
representatives of a much larger body of true and loyal temperance 
workers, we present the following for your consideration and adoption: 

Resolved, Recognizing the hand of God in the great temperance move- 
ment, we pledge ourselves to more earnest effort all along the line. 

Resolved, We will use only unfermented wine in administering the 
Holy Communion. 

Resolved, We will preach temperance sermons and hold temperance 
prayer meetings. 

Resolved, We will aid the W.C. T. U.; encourage the formation of 
such organizations where none exist. 

Resolved, We will urge the use of temperance lessons in Sunday 
schools, and the introduction of temperance books into the libraries of 
the same. 

Resolved, In the name of humanity we demand of our legislature the 
submission to the people of an amendment to the constitution, prohibit- 
ing the manufacture and sale of intoxicating beverages. 

Resolved, Firm in the conviction that no man can be trusted as the 
guardian of so great an interest who dare not declare for the principles 
involyed, we pledge ourselves to vote and work against the election to 
any State office of any man who refuses to bind himself before the people 
to vote and work for the submission of such an amendment.

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THE FREEDMAN’S AID SOCIETY. 


The negro of the south suddenly elevated to citizenship and social and. 
‘paternal responsibility, from a condition where all knowledge of letters 
and general information was interdicted by law, together with a large 
body of poor white people, equally or even more improvident and ignor- 
ant than themselves, must present a condition calculated to awaken our 
utmost care and solicitude, and which can but stand forth an obstacle 
to the advancement of Christianity, an incubus upon human develop- 
ment and a constant menace to our civil institutions. 

To relieve this condition and save our race and our country from the 
evils thereof, is one of the great problems of our Christian civilization— 
a problem that can be satisfactorily solved only by the speedy and per- 
sistent education of this people. Effort, in this direction, has been 
greatly facilitated by the enthusiastic desire of the late slave for educa- 
tion. Thrust into the condition by circumstances over which they had 
no control, and for which they were not responsible, they have been 
ready to recognize their degradation and seek relief. Inspired by these 
- aspirations they have made advancement that has scarcely had a parallel 
in modern history. If the illiterate whites, retarded by the sentiment of 
white caste, have been less susceptible to improvement, the necessity for 
this in their case is none the less imperative. 

We recognize with satisfaction the era of better feeling that is dawn-. 
ing upon thesouth. It is a harbinger of good for this people. It re- 
moves many obstacles in the way of our effort to assist in their educa- 
tion, but it does not provide that section of our country with means to 
accomplish this work themselves. Impoverished by a devastating war, 
it is utterly. beyond their power to provide for this extraordinary neces- 
sity that is upon them. Wehavethe means, and we hope the disposi- 
tion, to come to-their assistance, and instead of regarding this change in 
sentiment as an indication that our effort for this people may be abated, 
we should recognize this as a period of enlarged opportunities, calling 
for increased activity in the interest of common humanity. 

The Freedman’s Aid Society is our agency for accomplishing this 
divinely appointed task. We recognize its efficiency in the past and its 
reenforced energy of the present. We rejoice in its wonderful achieve- 
ments. We have faith in its mission; confidence in its methods and 
administration, and are assured that all sentiments of religion, of philan_ 
thropy and of patriotism urge us to its hearty support. Therefore, 

Resolved, That we pledge ourselves anew to the interests of this - 
society and the cause it seeks to promote.

THE SANCTITY OF THE SABBATH. 


The Sabbath is the Lord’s day. It is an antidote to the decline of 
human vigor, promotive of virtue, and a check upon the spirit of rapacity. 
It is the precise requirement of man, supplementary to the law of sleep, 
which in itself is insufficient to arrest physical deterioration of the 
human species. It is needful to counteract the socially isolating influ- 
ence of modern labor by which from morn to night the working man is 
alone at the lever or saw, isolated by its noise and the close attention 
requisite. Itis the laboring man’s boon, securing to him home and 
sanctuary society. Its influence for virtue is visible,in the fact that 
those who habitually desecrate it are low in the moral scale, while those 
who revere it are the enlightened and virtuous. There is abundant 
testimony to show that capitalists cannot. secularize it with impunity. 
Mr. Bagnall, a large owner of blast furnaces, testified before the British 
Parliament: “We have made more and better iron since we stopped on 
Sundays than ever before.” The stoker on asteamer, exploded on the 
Thames river, testified: “We were worn out by Sabbath work, and it 
made us reckless.” : 

The Sabbaths at camp meetings have come to be regarded as not only 
the least fruitful in spiritual results, but deliberately promotive of Sab- 
bath desecration, by furnishing opportunity to gratify an unwholesome, 
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pleasure-seeking spirit among the masses. We therefore resolve, 

1. That we will urge upon our people astricter fidelity in observing 
the obligations of the day. 

2. That we will use our influence, by example and precept, in exalting 
the day, not only for the physical and moral results it will secure, but 
also as a divine institution to be kept “Holy unto the Lord.” 

3. That we suggest to the camp-meeting authorities within the bounds 
of the Conference, the desirability of guarding the sanctity of the Sab- 
bath by such gate arrangements as shall rescue it from secularization 
and desecration. 

4, That we will impress the letter and spirit of the fourth command- 
ment upon the memories and hearts of the youth in our homes and Sab- 
bath schools.

_ are helping to take the world for Christ. And now we hail with joy the 

birth of the latest child of the church—the Woman’s Home Mission 
Society—from which we expect to reap golden harvests among the vast 
neglected masses of our great cities. 

The religious press is throwing off papers and ‘pooks by the miilion, 
The spiritual condition of the church is being progressively improved by 
the force of gospel truth preached in its purity and power. Many souls 
are converted every year, and many Christians are seeking more exalted 
experiences in grace and holiness. The utterances of the great religious 
bodies areHecoming: clearer and stronger on the temperance question, 
The cause of total abstinence and legal prohibition strengthens with 
each year. No Methodist minister dare longer befoul his mouth and his 
religion with tobacco, unless it be clandestinely. The laymen, too, are 
throwing away the filthy weed. Surely the church moves, and it is 
moving the world. 

We have further reason to rejoice that neither on the part of our min- 
istry or laity is there any sensible lack of loyalty to our grandly success- 
ful itinerant system. While an appalling number of congregations 
belonging to’our sister churches are lamentably without pastors, we may 
congratulate ourselves that not a single one of our societies ever waits 
long “to be supplied.” — 

But while we see so much cause of rejoicing, we must not forget our 
immediate duties and dangers. If the husbandman sleeps, the enemy 
will not fail to sow tares. The enemies of all righteousness are bold, 
defiant, and moving down on the church from all quarters. A false Lib- 
eralism is being preached in many of ourtowns. Infidel lecturers invade 
our territory, and some are led away from the faith. We fear, too, that 
the pleasing lie of Satan, “Ye shall not surely die,” or that all men indis- 
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eriminately are to be finally saved, is paralyzing the religious life and 
activity of no small number of our members. There is danger, lest our 
Holy day be converted into a European holiday of noisy revelry and riot. 
A vicious literature threatens to supplant the pure. Formality, fashion, 
and cold indifference are subtle foes lurking within the church. 

Many church inembers seem to think that by paying their pew rent or 
assessment money into the Lord’s treasury, their sacred obligations are 
all thereby fulfilled. Would not Christ say to all such, “The gift of God 
is not purchased with money.” It is a matter of regret that so many of 
our members feel no moral obligation to sustain our class-meetings.. 
Our prayer meetings also are sadly neglected by many who can ill afford 
to do without their blessed influence. What shall we say of those pro- 
fessed followers of the Lord Jesus, who pass by the prayer meeting to 
attend opera houses and places of questionable amusement? This is 
a growing evil in the church. 

There is complaint that in many quarters the Sabbath evening services 
are being thinly attended. Unless our children and young people are 
urged and required, if necessary, to attend regularly the public worship 
of God in His sanctuary, who will fill these pews twenty-five years 
hence? Our children are not early and rigidly taught in the catechism, 

as the Discipline requires. Is there not, too, a growing neglect on the 
part of Christian parents to consecrate their little ones to God in baptism ? 

As ministers of the Word, we need to watch and strive to tone up the 
Christian conscience and faithfully wield the two-edged gospel sword... 
There is a loud call for earnest, pointed, practical preaching and fidelity 
to the landmarks of our most holy religion. Your committee regret 
that so many of our Methodist pastors are forgetting the time-honored, 
humble and beautiful custom of kneeling in public prayer. Should there 
not be uniformity in all our services as well as in the administration of 
our Discipline? Let the provisions of the Discipline be more faithfully 
carried out, and we shall avoid many threatening evils. 

We need to look more carefully to the titles by which our church prop- 
erty is held. We need also to adopt better and more business-like meth- 
ods in the management of our church finances. The financial and spirit- 
ual interests of the church cannot be divorced. We rejoice to see the 
growing disposition to “pay.as we go” in the building of churches and 
parsonages. It is high time that we ceased dedicating church mort- 
gages, unpaid notes and floating debts. The vast money power of the 
church needs to be consecrated more and moreto the cause of the 
Redeemer. The church wants, above all, God’s holy fire burning in all 
hearts. She has now, as never before, every accessory and every instru- 
ment of usefulness, and she needs a glorious baptism of the Holy Ghost , 
Only let believers be faithful everywhere to Christ, praying always and 
watching, and soon the whole world will be filled with his glory.

COMMITTEE ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS AND TRACTS. 


Your committee, noting with pleasure the marked advancement in the 
' yarious departments of Sunday School work, and in the more thorough 
training of teachers and officers, and believing that this better qualifica- 
tion should manifest itself in more aggressive movements, would 
recommend, that the Sunday School Boards of our churches should pro- 
vide for the more thorough and systematic occupation ef the rural 
neighborhoods adjacent to our various charges; and as,the Discipline of 
our church makes it obligatory upon pastors to organize Sunday Schools, 
where a limited number of children can be gathered together, and as 
this work falls within the province of the Presiding Elder’s jurisdiction, 
we would urge closer oversight of this matter. 

Experience shows that the Union schools which have so generally 
superseded our church schools in country districts are short-lived and 
of little benefit to the cause of Christ, and a hindrance to more substan- 
tial success by denominational methods. Believing that all moral 
refornis, aS well as benevolent enterprises, can be best conserved by the 
instruction and influence of the church, we would recommend that our 
Sunday Schools be organized into temperance societies, that by the edu- 
cation of the children this grand and greatly needed reform may speedily . 
triumph. We rejoice in the fact that our Sunday School helps, which 
are excelled by none and rivaled by few, more and more command the 
respect and confidence of our people, as is evidenced by their increased 
circulation, thus displacing the trashy, and in some instances pernicious 
publications of irresponsible concerns. 

We would urge the continuance of careful supervision on the part of 
the pastor and Sunday School committee of our churches, in the selec- 
tion of libraries for our Sunday Schools, and believing our own publica. 
tions best adapted to our use, would urge that our patronage, as far as 
possible, be confined to our own: Book Concern. 

Your committee are impressed that our Tract Society publications are 
a valuable auxiliary to Sunday School work. We would therefore rec- 
ommend a more extensive use of these efficient aids. And believing 
that the publication of a cheap paper for Sabbath reading would be a 
great advantage to a class of people in and out of the church, who take 
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no religious reading, we would therefore suggest the propriety of request- 
ing the proper authorities to publish such a paper.

COMMITTEE ON GRAND LEDGE CHURCH. 


Your committee to whom was referred the case of the church at Grand 
Ledge, beg leave to report, that said church is in an almost hopeless con- . 
dition, if not indeed entirely so. It is one of those cases where the debt 
has been several times reported paid, and yet has never been really paid. 
We know not as there has been any crime, only as such business blun- 
dering is a crime, which blundering appears to have been going on from 
* the beginning, and about equally divided between preachers and people, 
But still the fact remains, that there is a good church there, built of 
brick, and worth five or six thousand dollars; that it has been sold on 
mortgage, and will soon be past redemption by us forever. They are 
now gasping in the very jaws of death, and but one: prescription can 
save them. They have done their very utmost, and still they lack about 
five hundred dollars. Desperate cases require heroic treatment, and 
this five hundred dollars is absolutely indispensable to save the property, 
or even the life of Methodism in Grand Ledge. We recommend, there- 
fore, that we take a few minutes of time and raise this little amount, 
right here and now, among ourselves, and on condition that this is done, 
and the amount fully raised on the spot. your committee will pay their 
share, as follows, but not otherwise: W. H. Brockway, $25; F. B. Bangs, 
$5; C. C. Olds, #5. All of which is respectfully submitted.

VISITORS TO GARRETT BIBLICAL INSTITUTE. 


In the judgment of your committee a due regard to your appointment 
and the importance of our relation to the Institute require some report 
to the Conference. We spent commencement week looking into the 
workings of this school of prophets, and found ourselves associated with 
a company of visitors, numbering twenty-five, and representing seven- 
teen of the patronizing annual Conferences. Asa result of their impres- 
sions, that joint body of visitors passed, among others, the following 
resolution: 

We agree, as official visitors, to make suitable reports to our several 
Conferences, to do what we may to emphasize the cause of ministerial 
education. 

No committee having the good fortune of mingling in the associations 
around the Institute, for one week of official observation, can well con- 
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vey, in any brief report, an adequate impression of its worth to the church. 

1. Its relation to our colleges is not clearly apprehended if it is not 
misunderstood. Itisno part of the Northwestern University, except that 
by its proximity its students have free access to the large and valuable 
library of the University. It is the adjunct, rather, of all our denomina- 
tional and other institutions of learning, oe for ministers what the 
colleges cannot do. 

2. Its relation to our Conferences is still more vital. In the ranks of 
the Michigan Conference are about a score of its “epistles known and 
read of you all.” Its students, during their course, arein too great 
demand. The faculty have difficulty in retaining them “till their beards 
are grown.” The Joint Board of Visitors (many of them Presiding 
Elders) passed a resolution, warning off Presiding Elders from calling 
the young men into the forest to cut with half sharpened axes. They 
are not pampered into imbecility. The spirit of heroic service is trained 
in many of the under graduates, by actual service in country and city 
mission work, and the fruits of this are seen after graduation in frontier 
and foreign fields. Weneed not remind you that such impetuous and 
sturdy spirits as Moses, Elijah and Paul, found their early virtues in 
years of retirement and meditation; that schools of prophets and apos- 
tles were headed by Elisha and Christ; that the burdens of the pastorate 
in our day make the accomplishment of our four years course of study 
exceedingly dithicult, and often superficial And yet that four years 
- course is the recognition of the necessity of a Biblical course, coming to 
us from our fathers. The time was when men illy furnished could and 
did meet the demands of the Christian ministry. But that day is past 
amid the facilities furnished us by the early heroic fathers. Since 1856, 
about one thousand young men have enjoyed the benefits of a course, 
whole or partial, at Garrett. But in all our Bible Institutes in Method- 
ism there are less than five hundred students. In our own there were, 
last year, one-fifth of this five hundred, and out of Michigan were but 
four of these. Of the last graduating class, twenty-one in number, not 
one comes to us, for the reason, we suppose, that we furnished none of 
them. 

3. The relation of the Institute to the doctrines of Christianity, as 
believed by Methodists, we believe to be more satisfactory. Our young 
men coming thence, know wherein and why we differ from others, and 
can give areason for the faith that isin them. The three volumes 
coming from Dr. Raymond’s class-room work, need no encomium; and 
confidently may the church expect to hail similar sound results in 
“Whedon’s 7th volume, as it shall soon emanate from the recitation 
rooms of Drs. Bannister and Hemenway. We need not inform you that 
the faculty is greatly strengthened in the addition of Dr. Ridgeway, but 
are glad tosay that Dr. Bannister is almost certain to find in the addition 
of Prof. Bradley, a graduate of the Institute and late Professor in Ham- 
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lin University, an accomplished adjunct professor of Greek exegesis. 
One fact warranting these additions is*seen in the improved financial 
conditions of the Institute. The debt of $92,000 three years ago, has 
been reduced to $7,000, while the income of last year exceeded the out- 
lay by several hundred dollars.

CHURCH EXTENSION, 

The Treasurer of the Conference Board of Church Extension offers 
the following report: 

The Discipline of the church requires the Treasurer to keep an account 
of debit and credit with each pastoral charge in the Conference. The 
present Treasurer has held this office since 1869, and each year from that 
time to the present, he has written personally to every Presiding Elder 
in the Conference, asking for the amount assessed to each charge in his 
district, and but three years in all that time have full reports been made, 
Some of our preachers take this collection, and instead of sending it to 
the Treasurer, send it to the Book Concern in New York. Some send 
it to Chicago, while’some send or pay it to C. C. McCabe. And vouch- 
ers have been handed the Treasurer at Conference, showing that the 
money had been paid over in February, while in September it had not 
yet reached its destination. In the year 1879 nothing from this fund 
came into the Treasurer’s hands, although he was at the seat of Confer- 
ence, and this year he requested his pastor, Dr. Crook, to receive and 
receipt for this fund, but the Conference Treasurer did not pass it over, 
and your Treasurer cannot report any amount as received for 1882. 
Under this regime the books of the Conference Treasurer and the books 
of the Parent Board cannot be expected to agree. The following plan is 
respect fully suggested: When this collection is taken early in the year, 
or some little time before Conference, send it directly to the Conference 
Treasurer, who will return vouchers. When taken on the eve of Confer- 
ence, take to Conference with other collections; or, thirdly, ignore the 
Treasurer of the Conference Board, and pay it over hap-hazard. The 
first of these plans is modestly recommended.

IN MEMORIAM. 


REY. OTIS L. GIBSON. 

Otis L. Gibson was born in Pomfret, Vt., July 20, 1831, and died in 
Otsego, Mich., November 14, 1881. Thére are 50 years between these 
two dates, and these years measured the life period of our dear departed 
brother. When Bishop Foster announced his transfer from the Genesee 
to the Michigan Conference, one year ago, he made a few appropriate 
remarks, indicating to us the purity of his character and life and the 
valuable services he had rendered the Church. 

Receiving strong religious impressions from his parents, who main- 
tained the authority and purity of christian culture at home, he grew 
up in an unquestioning faith in the gospel, and an unfaltering purpose 
to frame a character consonant with its divine teachings, and in this 
faith he lived and died. Todo the work of an evangelist, and to crown 
his ministry with that kind of success that should convert souls and. 
build up christian character, was the supreme and absorbing ambition 
of his life. One thousand souls have been converted upon the charges 
he has served. His mind thoroughly grasped the truths of the gospel, 
and his whole life was so thrilled and inspired with it that no doubt 
could weaken his purpose to preach it, nor could any worldly ambition 
solicit him away from his life work. He appreciated the dignity of his 
profession, the value of the truths which he preached, hence was never 
ashamed of the gospel of Christ. 

In the summer of 1838 his tather moved from Vermont to settle upon 
a farm near Wellsborough, Pa., where for the following nine years Otis 
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worked with his father and brother on the farm during the summer; 
and, attending the district school and village academy during the win- 
ter, qualified himself for teaching. After a short experience in this 
tine, he became a clerk for John & Chester Robinson of Wellsborough. 
While serving in this capacity he was converted and joined the church. 
His talents were soon recognized and he was granted license to exhort. 
He was employed by Rev. B. Shipman as assistant at Lima, and there 
entered fully upon a course of study that should more fully qualify him 
for the ministry. 

Soon after the election of Carlton & Phillips as Book Agents he was 
offered the position of cashier of the Book Concern and went to New 
York, where he remained about two years. Here he was favored with the 
impressive and stimulating influence of Dr. Foster’s ministry. Return- 
ing to Lima, he was graduated by Genesee college in 1858. 

During his course he was for atime principal of Randolph Institute, 
and after his graduation, he was elected principal of the academy in 
Penn Yan. While there he was assisted by Miss Frances A. Sweet, 
daughter of the Hon. Sidney Sweet, of Danville, N. Y., who afterwards 
became his wife. 

He was received on trial by the East Genesee Conference in 1858, 
received in full connection in 1860, and first appointed to a charge in 
1861. His pastoral appointments have been as follows: Troy, Pa., New- 
ark, N. J.. Hedding church, Elmira, Wellsborough, Pa., Towanda, Pa., 
Cazenovia. N. Y., Jordan, N. Y. and Lima, N. Y. 

He was Secretary of East Genesee Conference 1863, ’69 and 70, and of 
the Genesee Conference in 1880. During his last year at Lima his health 
failed. At the close of this pastorate he removed to Otsego, Mich., and 
was appointed to the Martin charge. After a few days in his new home, 
and after preaching a few impressive sermons to his people, he died in 
great peace and triumph. 


SSCA 
D. D. GILLET. 

One year ago, there stood in our presence the tall, manly form of D. 
D. Gillet-—one of God’s truest and bravest men. ‘To-day in personal 
presence he is not with us. The tried warrior has laid aside his armor. 
Tne last weary march has ended. The conflict isover. The “dead line” 
has been passed. The victory is won, and he is crowned at last. Like 
that other man of God, he could say, “I have fought the good fight; I 
have kept the faith.” 

Daniel Dunn Gillet was born in Hopewell, Ontario county, N. Y,, 
December 21, 1818. He died near Hillsboro, Dakota, May 6, 1882, in the 
sixty-fourth year of his life. 

Bro. Gillet’s early educational advantages were somewhat limited. 
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After one year spent at Lima seminary, N ew York, he came to Michi- 
gan, then anew country with very limited educational facilities. But 
having acquired a taste for knowledge, and being a great reader, he so — 
far overcame difficulties in the way as to excel in knowledge very many 
who had been more highly favored than he. He was converted when 
twenty-one years of age. At the same time he felt strong convictions 
that he ought to preach the gospel of Jesus. Suppressing these convic- 
tions he lost the assurance of peace with God. For years he tried to 
persuade himself that the idea of pardon of sin and peace.with God 
were only creations of the imagination. But these efforts were unavail- 
ing. At the age of thirty-five years he again sought and found peace in 
believing. At this time he made an entire consecration to God. Now 
the question was settled. Convictions with which he had wrestled all 
these years had triumphed. Home, friends and fortune, time. influence 
and life were all laid upon the altar of God’s service. The year of his 
renewed consecration found him a licensed exhorter, preacher and pro- 
bationer in the Conference, so rapidly and wisely did the Church 
advance him, and so gladly and hopefully did he obey the call of God. 
He was admitted to the Michigan Conference on trial at its session held 
in Ann Arbor in 1854. The following is a list of his Conference appoint- 
ments in the order in which they came: Algonac, Hillsdale, White 
Pigeon, Muskegon, Lansing, Marshall, Three Rivers, Albion District, 
Battle Creek, Dowagiac, St. Johns, Manistee, Cambria and Reading. 
Some of his best work was done at Palmyra last winter under the 
direction of the Presiding Elder of the Adrian district, who paid him a 
beautiful tribute on the occasion of his funeral. Bro. Gillet was a man 
of very marked characteristics—not perfect but going on to perfection. 
He was a man of strong faith in God. To him the bible was simply the 
word of God. From this he had aninspiration that made possible all 
that was essential to the advancement of Christ’s kingdom. Upon this 
he made a noble life and did work enduring as the ages. His energy 
was almost unbounded. Let him be convinced as to any line of duty 
and it was almost impossible to stay him until the work was done. Pro- 
bably the Michigan Conference never had a member more devoted to the 
Church, more untiring, more self-sacrificing then was he. His intense 
energy and untiringyzeal at times gave him the appearance of severity. 
His voice, so often heard on the Conference floor, at times subjected him 
to unfriendly criticism. But these things could not well have been oth- 
erwise. The God of his creation had put powers within him which this 
world was to feel. He was born to bea leader. By practice he came to 
be a master in debate; by diligence, the peer of any brother in Metho- 
dist history, usage and law. It was in him and he must be heard and 
felt. Very many appreciated him while he lived, but still more will as 
the years go by. We shall not soon forget him as he spake the parting 
words to us one year ago. His great-nature trembling under the sorrow

he felt at leaving life-long associations. His keen eye looking toward 
that almost unbounded northwest—flashing with hope of future con- 
quest from which many younger and stronger had shrunk away. 

His outward form is not with us, but in his life, character and work he 
lives among us grander and betterthan ever. He rests well, and in that — 
land where the weary rest we shall meet him bye and bye. 

While he rests she who has shared with him the cares and joys of an 
itinerant’s life still lives. She’ has been a devoted wife, a true help- 
meet. Although surrounded by friends she is left quite alone. With 
comparative health she suffers from a severe personal affliction. Her 
life and character entitle her to our highest respect. Her loneliness and 
affliction to our profoundest sympathy and an interest in our most fer- 
vent prayers. D. F. BARNEs. 


REV. A. T.GRAY. 

Rev. Amos Tomson Gray was born in Mercer county, Pa., August 1. 
1838. His parents were devoted members of the Wesleyan Methodist 
church, and he was carefully reared in respect and love for christianity. 
His youth was free from immorality, his young manhood consecrated to 
Jesus, and all his subsequent life honored the ministry of Christ. When 
he was seventeen years old his parents removed to Michigan, and set- 
tled on a farm in Berrien cognty. His sainted mother died in 1862, but 
his venerable father lives in expectation of a home in Heaven. 

Until after he was of age Bro. Gray continued to work upon his fath- 
er’s farm, but reading and improving his mind as he had opportunity. 
Beginning life for himself, we soon find him entering Adrian college. 
Although he did not graduate, his college life gave him close application 
to study and carefulness in expression and vigor of thought, all of which 
remained until he closed his earthly work. Adrian helped him much to 
make him a thinker and reasoner, for he was strong in argument when 
defending the gospel. 

But a greater benefit in his Anite life was that, while a student, he 
was converted to Jesus. Concerning his conversion, he records in his 
journal: “I made known my desire to become a christian publicly. I 
think this act required more courage than any thing else I everdid.” He 
united with the Wesleyan church December 15, 1861, and in February 
1863 received license to exhort. While an exhorter he preached his first 
sermon in Ottawa county, May 17, 1863, just nineteen years before he 
died. On June 30 of the same year he was duly licensed to preach. 

In August, 1863, he joined the Wesleyan Methodist Conference, and 
was appointed to Vermontville Circuit. He also preached a year for 
the Protestant Methodists. In the mean time he returned to Adrian | 
college and pursued his studies for over a year. 
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In 1867 thirteen members of the Wesleyan Conference, including Drs. 
Lee, McEldowney and others, withdrew and joined the ministry of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. But all, save himself united with the 
Detroit Conference. He came to the Michigan Conference and remained 
there until death. His appointments in the Conference have been as 
follows: Newaygo, Antrim, Whitewater, Ravenna, New Buffalo, Dayton, 
Lawrence, Mattawan, Onondaga, Victor and Edmore. Upon the last 
mentioned charge he did his last public work, even laboring contrary to 
the remonstrances of his affectionate people, and the advice of the Pre- 
siding Elder, but fully determined to do as much good as possible. He 
labored beyond his strength, and when disease came he could not recover 
from prostration. Early in last January he was laid low with typhoid 
pneumonia. For more than thirty days fever, attended with much 
coughing. reduced his strength. Then he improved slowly and became 
able to walk and ride, but with fatigue and pain. His people desired 
him to continue the supervision of the work, giving such counsel as 
he could, encouraging the local preachers and blessing the community by 
his irreproachable life. But he realized that he could no longer do pub- 

‘Jie work, and accordingly resigned on the first of April. 

He visited his aged father in Berrien county. Then he returned to 
Ionia, stopping a few hours, and proceeded to join the relatives of his 
wife in Livingston county. This last journey was far too much for his 
strength. His faithful wife once more set up housekeeping with him, 
but in about a fortnight after he passed to the heavenly world. He 
knew the end was nigh, and while he expressed a desire to live for his 
family and to help on the eause of Christ, he said it would be better for 
him when admitted into heaven. And, on the morning of May 17, 1882, 
he passed away in the Lord. 

On October 4, 1866, he was married to Miss Electa Hitchcock who, 
with an only daughter, mourn the loss of a kind father and loving 
husband. 

Bro. Gray prepared sermons of solid thought, and purely evanglical 
in doctrine. He delighted to make very careful preparation for the pul- 
pit. His people were always instructed in the gospel. His reading was 
extensive and thorough. Few members of our Conference have more 
bound volumes of the Quarterly Review; few are better versed in Meth- 
odist theology. His contributions to the public press were sparkling 
and valuable. His parishioners had in him a true friend and wise coun- 
sellor. He had the confidence of all who knew him, and the uncon- 
verted admired the sweetness of his spirit and the purity of his life. 
His unobtrusiveness and native diffidence kept him from being recog- 
nized as much as less deserving men. But, as the perfection and the 
beauty of a circle is in its circumference being every where equally dis- 
tant from its center, so the life of this man of God was related to its cen- 
tral power in Jesus. He had no sharp angles, no eccentricities, no rough- 
ness, but all was symmetrical in a noble christian character. 
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His funeral on May 19 was attended at Fowlerville, within the bounds 
of the Detroit Conference. The services were under the direction of the 
writer. Rev. T. H.Jacokes, under whom he labored on the Lansing Dis- 
trict, offered prayer; Rev. H. Hodskiss of the Detroit Conference, and a 
former colaborer among the Wesleyans, preached a sermon, a biographi. 
cal sketch was read and an address made by Rev. C, L. Barnhart; feel-- 
ing remarks were made by Rev. Mr. Mowser of the United Brethren. 
Church, and who was with Bro, Gray in his last hours; and also by Rev. 
T. H. Jacokes who was fresh from the bereavement caused by the death 
of his sainted wife. Bro. Hickey of the Michigan Conference; Bros. C. 
H. and J. G. Morgan of the Detroit Conference, and several ministers of 
other denominations were also present. After services at Fowlerville 
his body was laid away in the beautiful cemetery at Williamston, and: 
awaits the resurrection of the just. 

- May we all be as upright and holy as our beloved Brother Gray.

REV. ALVAN BILLINGS. 


The writer of this sketch made the acquaintance of the Rev. Alvan: 
Billings at a camp meeting held at Northville, Mich., during the sum- 
mer of 1832, which place at that time was on the Ypsilanti circuit, and! 
of which circuit he was at that time preacher in charge. And of him 
we have learned the followin’g facts: he was born in the township of 
Conway, county of Franklin and state of Massachusetts, on the 25th day 
of September, 1802. His parents were Stephen and Mary B-llings. Her 
maiden name was Mary Goddard. His father lived to be 81 years of’ 
age, and his mother 76 years of age. His father was a Presbyterian and! 
his mother a Baptist, and they maintained their christian integrity to 
the end of their lives. 

In his childhood young Alvan had the advantage of the public and 
select schools of his native town, and for a season he attended the Wii- 
braham academy under the direction of the Rev. Wilbur Fisk, who after- 
wards became celebrated as the president of the Wesleyan university at 
Middletown, Conn. Having such religious instruction, and such relig- 
ious privileges, he knew that he ought to give his heart to God and. 
become a christian, and so clear were his convictions that he felt that it 
was his last call, and he made up his mind that if there was mercy for: 
him, that he would seek it then and there; and on the evening of the 
ist day of June, 1826, at a prayer meeting held in a neighbor’s house, he 
rose for the prayers of the church in his behalf, and he himself kneeled 
down and prayed earnestly the publican’s prayer: “God be merciful to me 
a sinner.” The Lord forgave his sins and spake peace to his soul. A 
few days after that a voice seemed to whisper within him: “Go and. 
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preach the gospel,” and he having engaged to teach a school the ensuing 
fall earnestly prayed that if God had called him to the work of the min- 
istry he would convert some of his scholars during the winter. He 
heard an answer, “I will,” and in January the work of revival broke out 
and 40 or 50 were converted to God. He taught the same school the 
next winter, at the close of which he left his native State for Cuyahoga 
county, Ohio, to join his father’s family who had removed to that State 
some years before. He was admitted on trial in the Ohio Conference in 
the fall of 1828. In 1829 he was appointed, with the Rev. H. O. Sheldon, 
to Mansfield circuit, the Rev. Russell Bigelow heing Presiding Elder- 
In 1830 he was appointed to the Detroit station; 1831 and 1832 to Ypsi- 
lanti circuit; 1833 and 1834 to Elmira circuit, Ohio; 1835 to 1836 to Mans- 
field circuit. He was then superannuated for one year. After which he 
was successively at Marshall station, the Ann Arbor district, and Ypsi- 
lanti station. 

The ministers with whom he was most intimately acquainted during 
the first years of his ministry were Russell Bigelow, J. B. Finley, G. R. 
Jones, James Quinn, W. H. Raper, J. H. Power, Arthur W. Elliott, David 
and Jacob Young, John F. Wright, Augustus Eddy, R. O. Spencer, 
James Gilruth and many others of the earlier preachers of the Ohio 
Conference. . 

On the 27th day of May. 1833, while on the Ypsilanti circuit, he was 
united in marriage to Fanny A. Mead, of Farmington, Mich., with 
whom he continued to live until the 18th day of October, 1880, when she 
quietly fell asleep, and her spirit peacefully departed to be at rest ever- 
more. 

In the latter years of his life he did some work for the American Bible 
Society, Albion college, and supplied Burlington, Parma and Galesburg 
circuits. He died on July 6, 1882, at the residence of his only child, 
Samuel Billings, Esq., at Marquette, Mich. His remains were brought 
to Albion, where, at the closing hours of the day, we laid him away to 
rest by the side of his departed wife, in the sure and certain hope of the 
resurrection o£ the body, and a blissful immortality at the right hand of 
God in heaven. 

Brother Billings’ theology was distinctly Arminian—clear cut and 
incisive. His intellect was natuarally sharp, and his mind distinctly 
logical. In preaching he was argumentative and clear—a workman who 
needed not to be ashamed, rightly dividing the word of God. His heart 
was tender and sympathetic, and his catholicity of spirit embraced all 
the followers of Jesus, irrespective of creed or sect. May we who yet 
remain ever emulate his virtues, cherish his memory, walk in the light 
as he did, until the Master shall say to us as he did to him: “It is enough, 
come up higher.” W. H. BROCKWAY. 
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JOHN K, GILLET. 


- John Kimberly Gillet was born in Hopewell, Ontario county, New 
York, February 21, 1817, and moved to Michigan with his father, Hon. 
Amasa Gillet, in 1838. 

Bro. Gillet had the advantage of early religious training of pure, 
broad and vigorous type. Inheriting large endowments of physical | 
vigor, united with an unusual measure of sound, manly, common sense 
in combination with an understanding of great breadth and strength, he 
was richly furnished with those elements which were afterward built 
up into a character of singular symmetry, beauty and power. 

Bro. Gillet was soundly converted to God in March, 1835; was married. 
to Miss Sarah Hull in November, 1839, who passed away some two 
months before his own decease. He was received on trial in the Michi: 
gan Conference in 1835. He traveled in succession on charges as fol- 
lows: Dexter, Tecumseh, Dundee, Grass Lake, Manchester, Plymouth 
Milford and Dexter. In 1849 he located, was readmitted in 1851. Had 
charge of Dundee, then Coldwater district four years. At Niles two 
years, then Grand Rapids district two years, where he died June 26, 
1860, of hemorrhage of the lungs. During his ministry Bro, Gillet was 
elected delegate to the General Conference in 1856 and 1860. 

Bro, Gillet was.a good man. This goodness was of a positive, affirma- 
tive type, placing him in quick, permanent harmony with the pure, the 
right and the good. He was a man of great firmness and fidelity. These 
qualities, combined with marked distinction gave him great power and. 
energy in administration. His judgment was rarely at fault, being 
definite, accurate, comprehensive; embracing all the related facts and ele- 
ments involved. He thus became safe as well as eminent in counsel. 
His whole mental and moral make up fitted him for the position of a 
wise, efficient and aggressive reformer, as his attitude and work in 
connection with the temperance and anti-slavery reforms fully attest. 

As a preacher Bro. Gillet was aman of power. His preaching was 
eminently evangelical. Holding strongly to the doctrines as found in 
the Wesleyan Arminian system, they were the prominent themes of 
his pulpit ministration. Endowed with logical powers, broad, incisive 
and accurate; with an understanding comprehensive and profound; with 
a judgement well balanced and reliable; with a heart of great tenderness 
and sympathy, his ministry was marked with great throughness, earnest- 
ness and efficiency. Shortly after the close of the General Conference 
which he attended on June 13, 1860, Bro. Gillet stated to the writer that 
he had not been in better health in twenty years. On the Saturday fol- 
lowing, at his quarterly meeting, he was suddenly stricken with hemorr- 
bage of the lungs. Notwithstanding this dread warning he preached. 
on the following Sabbath morning with wonderful eloquence and power, 
his last sermon from Roman 12:1. In this he made his own sacrifice 
and service complete. Within one half hour he was again attacked 
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with hemorrhage. On the following Monday he returned to his home in 
Grand Rapids, and on the 26th had the final fatal attack. His last days 
were crowned with the highest triumph of his long tried and permanent 
faith in God through Jesus Christ. Ina letter written to his sister on 
the 19th he says: “I never saw a happier day, a more ,blessed Sabbath 
than the last.””. An impressive funeral service, conducted by the Rev. 
M. A. Daugherty, was held at Grand Rapids. His remains were then 
taken to Sharon, Washtenaw county, for interment, where his funeral 
sermon was preached by the Rev, T. H. Jacokes. Thus lived, labored 
and triumphed an eminent, true, Godly minister of the Lord Jesus. 
The memory of such is blessed forever.

MRS. F. GAGE. 


Mrs. Gage, wife of Rev. F. Gage, was born in Potsdam, St. Lawrence 
county, New York, but while yet a young girl the family moved to 
Painsville, Ohio, where in April, 1838, she was married to the Rev, F. 
Gage. 

Sister Gage was converted in the eighteenth year of her age, under 
the ministry of that great and good man Alfred Brunson, and united 
with the Methodist Episcopal church. She had a clear definite christian 
experience and she held fast the profession of her faith without waver- 
ing until the end. It may truly be said of her that she was eminent in 
piety; that her life was hid with Christ in God. She never allowed 
what may be termed necessary affairs to encroach upon the time due 
to devotion. 

In the spring of 1838, immediately after her marriage, she removed 
witb her husband to Florence, St. Joseph county, Mich., and in the fall 
of that year Bro, Gage joined the Indiana Conference, and commenced 
the laborous work of the itinerant preacher, which was continued over 
forty years, mainly in the valleys of the St. Joseph, Kalamazoo and 
Grand Rivers. Through all these years sister Gage was the faithful, 
devoted, self-sacrifising, laborous companion of her husband; in several 
cases riding to their new charges behind her husband on horseback, 
often following the Indian trail. Those who know her best will agree 
that her name deserves a conspicious place among the pioneers of Michi- 
gan Methodism. 

About six years ago Bro. Gage took a superannuated relation to the 
Conference and settled on a small farm in Colon, St. Joseph county, 
Mich., where Sister Gage died December 29, 1881. It was the privilege 
of the writer to be with her frequently during her last illness, and we 
often sweetly realized the sentiment of Dr. Young: “The chamber 
where the good man meets his fate is privileged beyond the walks of 
common life, quite on the verge of heaven.” During the last four months 
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of her life her sufferings were very great, but her patience was equal to 
her sufferings, and she often expressed a sweet and settled resignation to 
the willof God. Sometimes her raptures were ecstatic and she often gave 
expression to her feelings in ejaculations of praise and thanksgivings to 
God for the great love wherewith he had loved her, and for the riches of 
that grace which sustained her, And she often requested them to sing 
those deeply spiritual hymns, the love of which indicates a heart in 
sympathy with Christ, and richly imbued with his love. 

Sister Gage’s literary qualifications were above the average, and she 
was especially an indefatigable bible student, and her knowledge of the 
scriptures was such as to merit special mention, She prepared and pub- 
lished a small volumn as a “Guide Book” to Hardesty’s large and ele- 
gant map of “Bible Lands,” thousands of copies of which were sold as 
a companion to that work. This little work shows much and careful 
research into the history, geography and topography of “Bible Lands.” 
God’s Book was her companion by day, and her comfort by night. 

Sister Gage has left a fragrant name behind her, which will continue 
to glorify God on earth, though her spirit is gone and has joined the 
spirits of just men made perfect, in Heaven. It is like the vase in 


which roses have once been distilled, 


“You may break, you may shatter the vase if you will, 
But the scent of the roses will hang ’round it still.”

Mrs. Rhobie Henderson died in great peace at Plainwell, on the morn- 
ing of May 16. She was born in February, 1830, near Binghamton, N. 

She was married 
to Rev. T. B. Granger in 1846, with whom she shared the labors and anx- 
ieties of the itinerant life for more than twenty years. After Mr.

H. P. Henderson, of the Michigan confer- 
ence, in January, 1869, continuing with him in the active work of the 
ministry to the close of life. Sister Henderson was no ordinary charac- 

ter. She possessed in a marked degree, a meek and quiet spirit. Not 
the meekness of indifference, but of a profoundly consecrated and fully 
saved life. Her interest in all departments of church work was of the 
intenser type, which always seeks an expression in the accomplishment 
of somewhat for others. Her religious experience was exalted in its 
character ; she lived in the light of constant fellowship with the blessed 
Lord. The death of such a disciple comes with profound regret to all 
who were blessed with the inspiration of so pure a life. 

The disease of which she died, sooner or later, secures its victim: 
Indications of the presence of cancer induced Mr. Henderson, about a 
year before her death, to take her to Ann Arbor, where she received 
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what was presumed might be successful treatment, but these hopes were 
destined to disappointment. Everything that affection and medical 
skill could provide were unavailing. The final hour come, but without 
surprise.

LAURA ANN JACOKES. 


Laura Ann Jacokes died in Lansing, Mich., May 8, 1882, of paralysis. 
of the lungs, aged fifty-four years. She was born in Walworth, Wayne 
county, N. Y., and her maiden name was Smith. When but two and a 
half years old she came with her parents to Girard, Branch county, 
where she passed the years of her girlhood. At about the age of eigh- 
teen, she was converted to Christ under the pastoral labors of Rev. D. 
C. Jacokes. A year later she was married to her pastor’s brother, Rev. 
Thomas H. Jacokes. with whom she lived most happily for thirty-four 
years. The genuineness of her conversion was proved by the earnest- 
ness and fidelity of her whole Christian career. She shared with her 
husband the toils and joys of itinerant life, and never murmured against 
her lot as a Methodist preacher’s wife. She always went to her new 
fields of labor with cheerfulness and hopefully. Generous-hearted, she 
ever welcomed Christ’s servants to her hospitable home. 

When some persons die they need no sermon or lengthened obituary. 
Their well-known life is an impressive and illustrated sermon in itself. 
This is eminently true of our departed sister in Christ. Abundant in — 
labors and plans, especially in the cause of missions and of temperance, 
she ceased at once to work and live—having welcomed the class-meet- 
ing to her house on Wednesday evening previous to her death, and hay- 
ing been present the next day at the meeting of the Women’s Missionary 
society, of which she was the energetic president. Suddenly, at a time 
when no one dreamed that the shadow of death was upon her, she died, 
while her husband was forty miles away from home, off the railroad, 
attending his quarterly meeting. Returning home with his own con- 
veyance, and all unconscious of what had happened till his arrival, there 
being no telegraph and no certainty about the road he might take, our 
grief-stricken brother afterwards remarked that ‘nothing but the imme- 
diate presence of God sustained him in this the great trial of his life.” 
Two children had already preceded the mother to the glory-land, and two 
remain who were with her when she passed away, and these did all that 
belongs to a warm, filial affection to comfort her closing hours. Her 
health had not been good for months and even years, and this, added to her 
sore bereavement in the sudden death of both her mother and aunt, four 
and six weeks previously, no doubt hastened her departure. Her end 
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was painless and peaceful. Indeed, could her death be anything else 
than triumphant after a life so faithful and sweetly consecrated to her 
Savior. Though she expressed regret that her life-long companion could 
not be with her at the final moment, yet during her last hours, she was. 
frequently heard communing with Jesus, and asking for His divine help 
to carry her over the river.

She could 
afford to endure the hardships and self-denials of the Gospel ministry 
and Methodist intineracy on earth that she might secure a glorified 
“transfer” at last—a permanent mansion in Heaven and be one of the 
millionaires of eternity. There was a _ beautiful serenity in Sister 
Jacokes’ death and in her deep tranquility of soul at the last there was 
majesty and strength. No slavish dread of the sable-winged messenger 
disturbed her last hours. She no more feared to lie down in death than 
the infant fears to go to sleep in its mother’s arms. She seemed to 
know that the everlasting arms were underneath and around her, and 
was confident that she was going to a land where the sun never sets, 
where there shall be “no more death, neither sorrow nor crying, neither 
shall there be any more pain.” She knew that when she died she would 
onlyzjust begin to live. The closing of her day on earth was the grand- 
est of sunsets. She went to sleep on earth only to wake upin glory. 
Her pall bearers were the beautiful angels, white-robed, and the cheru- 
bim that fly on wings of fire. O, happy the saint whom God takes home 
to himself! This dear mother’s earthly voice is now hushed, but may 
her children take up the music and‘ sing the’ praises she loved while 
living. Death has only changed and sweetened her song with the addi- 
tional notes to which only redeemed voices are attuned, as they join in 
that new song of Moses and the Lamb before the throne. Her last day 
on earth was the holy Sabbath, and as she began to anticipate the hour 
of her departure, she heard the voice of the King, in his beauty, like a 
sweet toned bell of a far off city, drawing her to the service of the upper 
sanctuary. She is now with the spirits of the just made perfect, enjoy- 
ing sweet companionship in the realms of {nobilityZand love. It may be 
said of her as was said of Mary of Bethany, “She hath done what she 
could.”

CONSTITUTION 


OF 


——.S,F.S. OF MICHIGAN CONFERENCE, | 


——>—__— 


ARTICLE I. 


The names of the persons associating in this Society, to be known and \ 
recognized as The Preachers’ Savings Fund Society of the Michigan \ 
Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and adopted this 
18th day of September, 1871, are to be found in the original Constitution 


of this Society, under head of Article 1, which has undergone no change. | 


ARTICLE II. 


This Society shall be called and known as the Preachers’ Savings Fund 
Society of the Michigan Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, and shall have its office, for the transaction of business, at 
Albion, Calhoun County, in the State of Michigan. 


ARTICLE III. 
This Society, or incorporation, shall exist for a period of thirty (30) 
years. 
ARTICLE IV. 


The objects of tais Society shall be to hold or receive moneys, legacies, 
requests, gifts, stocks, bonds, and any kind of securities or property, and 
hold the same for the benefit of the widows or children of deceased min- 
isters or preachers, who shall be members of this Society, and who shall 
be members of the Michigan Annual Conference at the time of their 
decease. 

It may also hold such money, or the above described property, for the 
benefit of such living ministers, members of the Michigan Annual Con- 
ference and of this Society, asin the judgment of this Society, are in 
need of pecuniary aid: Provided, That no part of the funds of this 
Society shall be applied to the relief of any living minister, until his 
case has been brought before the Society, at its annual meeting. Pro- 
vided, further, That whenever any member of this Society, who is also 
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a member of the Michigan Annual Conference, shall be transferred to 
some other annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, he 
may retain his membership in this Society by continuing to meet all of 
his obligations to it while he continues a member in good standing in 
such Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church. Provided, 
further, That preachers on trial, in the said Michigan Annual Confer- 
ence, may be entitled to all the rights and benefits of this Society on the 
same conditions as members of the same Conference who are in full 
connection. 
ARTICLE V. 

The officers of this Society shall be a President, Vice-President, Secre- 
tary, Treasurer, and nine Trustees, who shall be elected annually, and 
shall hold their offices for one year, or until their successors are elected. 
The President, Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer shall be ex-officio 
members of the Board of Trustees, and the President shall preside in 
the meeting of said Board, and of the Society also. All elections for 
officers shall be by ballot and by the Society, and all officers shall be 
elected at the annual meeting, except to fill vacancies, which shall be 
filled by the Board of Trustees. 

ARTICLE VI. 

This Society shall hold its annual meeting on the second day of the 
session of the Michigan Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, in each year, at the place at which such Conference is held, and 
a majority of the members present shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business at such annual meeting. 

ARTICLE VII.—MEMBERSHIP CONDITIONS. 

SEc. 1 Any person may become a member of this Society, by the pay- 
ment of five (5) dollars, and signing these articles of association; and 
such membership may be continued from year to year, by the payment 
of two (2) dollars, annually, as dues to the Society. 

Src. 2, Any person may become a member for life, by the payment at 
one time, of fifty (50) dollars, and such life member shall be exempt 
thereafter from the payment of the annual dues provided for in Section 
1 of this Article. 

Src. 3. No person holding membership in this Society by the payment 
of yearly dues, shall be deemed a member of this Society, or be entitled 
to any of its benefits or any of the rights and privileges of this Society, 
unless such annual payments are kept up. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


The President shall preside at all meetings of the Society and Board 
of Trustees, and shall perform all of the duties belonging to his office, 
and such other duties as the By-Laws of the Society or the Board of 
Trustees shall direct; and in his absence these duties shall devolve upon 
the Vice-President. 
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ARTICLE IX. 


The Secretary shall keep accurate minutes of all the proceedings of 
the Society and the Board of Trustees and cause the same to be record- 
ed in a book provided for that purpose, Heshall receive all moneys 
paid into this Society and enter the same in his record, with the sources 
from whence they came; pay all moneys over to the Treasurer immedi- 
ately, taking his receipt for the same. 


ARTICLE X. 


The Treasurer shall receive all moneys or yroperty belonging to the 
Society and shall hold the same subject to the order of the Board of 
Trustees. He shall report annually the state of the finances and the 

-condition of all property in his hands belonging to the Society, or oftener 
if the Board of Trustees shall so direct. He shall give a bond to the 
Society in a penal sum of at least double the amount in his hands be- 
longing to the Society, conditioned for the faithful performance of his 
duties. 

ARTICLE XI. 


Sec. 1. All money belonging to the Society, except so much as may be 
necessary to pay the usual running expenses and such appropriations 
as the Board of Trustees may order, according to these articles, shall be 
funded under the direction of the Board of Trustees, and said Board 
shall have charge of all lands, tenements, stccks, bonds, mortgages, 
securities, or effects of every nature whatsoever, and shall invest the 
same, and cause them to be paid over for the purposes of the Society. 
Provided, That the interest or the profits only shall be used forever, 
except also such special assessments as are provided for in Article 12 of 
these Articles of Association. Provided, further, That at the expiration 
of the time for which this Society is organized, it shall have power to 
dispose of all funds and securities of every nature, in such manner as it 
shall judge proper. 

Src. 2. The Trustees shall have no power to pay out money in viola- 
tion of Article 4 of these Articles of Association. ; . 


ARTICLE NII. 


Sec. 1. Whenever any member of this Association, who is also a mem- 
ber in good standing in the Michigan Annual Conference of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, or having been transferred to some other Annual 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church while holding member- 
ship in this Association, shall die, and being at the time of his decease 
in good standing in this Society and the Conference to which he belongs, 
the Trustees shall cause to be paid to his widow, or if he leave no widow, 
then to the children of said deceased minister, the sum of one thousand 
(1,000) dollars: Provided, The said deceased minister has paid into the 
Society’s fund at least the sum of fifty (50) dollars; but if the whole 
amount paid into the funds of the Society shall not amount to fifty (50) 
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dollars, by such deceased minister, as above stated, then the Trustees 
shall deduct from the one thousand dollars to be paid to the widow or 
children of said deceased minister, as provided for in Section 1 of this 
Article, such sum as will, when added to the sum of payments of said 
deceased minister, make the sum of fifty (50) dollars as aforesaid. 

Sec. 2. The payment provided for in Section 1 of this Article shall be 
paid at the next session of the Michigan Annual Conference succeeding 
the death of such deceased minister. 

SEc. 3. It shall be the duty of the President, Secretary and Treasurer 
of this Society, whenever a death, as stated in Section 1 of this Article, 
shall occur, to meet as soon thereafter as possible and proceed to esti- 
mate the amount which will bein the hands of the Treasurer at the 
next ensuing session of the Michigan Annual Conference, arising from 
interest or profits of the invested funds; also the probable amount aris- 
ing from the annual dues of the membership; and they shall set apart 
three-fourths (34) of such annual payments to apply on the one thou- 
sand (1,000) dollars provided for in Section 1 of this Article; also such 
interest or profits as arise from the invested funds, and then they shall 
assess the balance necessary to make up the balance of one thousand 
(1,000) dollars upon the members of the Society, each member being 
assessed in a sum equal to every other member. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to notify each member of 
his assessment by sending him a written or printed statement or notice 
of theamount assessed against him, and request the payment of the 
same, and if the said assessments are not paid by the next session of 
the Society, at its annual meeting, the name of the member or members 
so refusing or neglecting to pay shall be stricken from the roll of the 
Society, and all moneys which the said members have paid into the 
Society shall be forfeited to its use. Provided, That no member of the 
Society thus forfeiting his membership by non-payment of assessments 
Shall be entitled to any benefits from the Society until all assessments 
and dues are paid; andif death occurs during such delinquency all 
_ Claims of such person shall be forfeited. : 


ARTICLE XIII. 


This Society shall hold the money belonging to the Michigan Annua] 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, for the benefit of the - 
widows and orphans of deceased ministers of said Conference, commonly 
known as the Parkhurst Fund, and the Treasurer shall report annually, 
and oftener if called upon by the Trustees or the President to do so, the 
state of this fund. The Society shall report annually to the Michigan 
Annual Conference, and pay over the interest which has accrued on 
said fund at each session of said Conference, and the order of said Con- 
ference, attested by its Secretary, shall be a sufficient voucher for the 
payment of such interest. 
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ARTICLE XIV. f 


All gifts, legacies or bequests which shall be made to the Society or 
placed in its keeping, shall be sacredly kept, held and disbursed, accord- 
ing to the terms or conditions of said gifts, legacies or bequests; and 
neither the Trustees or the Society shall have any power to divert either 
the principal or the interest, or any part thereof, from the purposes. 
designed by the donor or donors of said legacies or bequests. 


ARTICLE XY. 


The Articles of this Constitution may be altered or amended by a 
vote of three-fourths (3%) of all the members of the Society at any 
annual meeting. 


AMENDMENTS.—ARTICE YII. 


Srec. 1. Any person having paid five (5) dollars into the Treasury of 
the Society may be elected to membership in the Society, at an annual 
meeting, by a majority vote, and such may thereafter be continued by 
the payment of ttvo (2) dollars annually, and such assessments as may, 
from time to time, be made upon him. 


ARTICLE XT. 


Src. 4. The Secretary shall notify each member of the amount of his 
assessments, and a failure to pay the same by the member so notified, 
by or before the next annual session of the Society, shall, in the disere- 
tion of the Society, be deemed to have worked a forfeiture of member- 
ship and of any and every interest of such delinquent in the Society, or 
of its properties and benefits.
